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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The applicant discloses method claims, but do not 
include any steps, additionally, the claims do not particularly point out and distinctly 
define the metes and bounds of the subject matter that will be protected by the patent 
grant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kidaloski et al (5,339,891). Kidaloski et al discloses the applicants primary inventive 
concept including a modular arrangement for heat exchange units (including boiler 
structure, See column 3, lines 28-35), a heat exchanger tube bundle panel (15), casing 
(3), heat exchanger tube bundle panel support beams (96), header support (92), 
horizontal (40) and vertical (21) support module frames wherein the modules are 
between main columns of main frame (12). 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Heidrich (6,588,104). Heidrich discloses an assembly for steam 
generators which involves heat recovery sections (SEE Figures 1-3), and includes 
various support beams for tube bundle support and for horizontal and vertical members 
(SEE Figure 6, column 5, line 51 - column 7, line 15). 
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Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sansoucy (5,722,354). Sansoucy discloses an assembly for a heat recovery steam 
generator which has a heat exchanger tube bundle panel module which includes a 
plurality of heat exchanger tube bundle panels including top and bottom wall panels (32, 
34), a casing (not shown) which is well known to cover the outer periphery of the 
structure, vertically extending heat exchange tube bundles (24) interconnected by upper 
header (26) and lower header (28), header supports (44) which penetrate the ceiling, 
and horizontal and vertical module frames supported within a main frame (SEE Figures 
1 and 2).
